Plans outlined 
for city hall in 
Floresta Park

Both a new city hall and a community 
recreation center are within the grasp of 
the City of Lompoc, and a joint meeting 
of the City Council with various commis­ 
sions is set for Tuesday to consider 
definite plans for bringing them into be­ 
ing should funds become available under 
a federal grant. 
Under a proposal that will come before 
the council at its adjourned meeting 
Tuesday night at 7:30 in its chambers at 
119 W Walnut, the new city hall would be 
located in Floresta Park between C and 
D streets on Cypress Avenue. 
Key to the project is the signature of 
President Gerald Ford on an appropria­ 
tions bill passed by Congress to fund the 
Public Works Employment Act of 1976, a 
measure designed to provide jobs for 
areas of high unemployment — ex­ 
ceeding the national average of 6.5 per 
cent. 
“ Because the city’s unemployment 
rate is 11.3 per cent, we have an ex­ 
cellent chance to receive funding for this 
project,’’ said City Administrator Gene 
L. Wahlers. 
“ The objective of the PW EA is to 
stimulate more jobs in the construction 
industry, providing funds for com­ 
munities to complete construction 
projects that could not have been done in 
the 
absence of these local grants,” 
Wahlers added, noting that the city hall 
is an eligible project under the PW EA. 
Last Tuesday, the council authorized 
the staff to proceed with applications for 
four possible projects. Besides the city 
hall, they were storm drain work, fire 
station renovation and a new three 
million gallon water reservoir. 
It was emphasized that under terms of 
the application procedure, projects must 
be ready to go within 90tdays of approval 
of the grant, which dictates speed in the 
preparation of plans for the proposed 
work. 
Since the funds may be used only for 
construction and not for site acquisition, 
any building that is done must be put up 
on property already owned by the city. 
Floresta Park is the only available site 
where a city hall can be built, Wahlers 
noted 
“ This is not the only consideration, 
however,” Wahlers said. “ Besides being 
the only site, it is the ideal site for con­ 
structing a true civic center for the City 
of Lompoc.” 
He noted that the Police Department, 
the Municipal Swimming Pool and Parks 
and Recreation Department offices, as 
well as several county offices all are 
within the same general area. It also is 
proposed to locate the new Lompoc 
'.'«.liclpal Court building in the area. 
Wahlers and other city staff members 
have been working with a San Francisco 
architect. Bob Wong, on the development 
of site plans which will be unveiled at the 
meeting on Tuesday night. 
Wong had worked previously with the 
city on potential city hall designs back in 
1966 when a previous effort to construct 
such a facility was made. Funding was a 
problem and it was not possible to 
proceed further at that time, Wahlers 
said. 


He noted that the selection committee 
that chose Wong in 1966 had been at­ 
tracted to him by his work on other city 
halls in California, notably Watsonville, 
Morgan Hill and Tracy. 
“ We are talking about approximately 
20,000 square feet of city hall space in a 
one-story structure,” Wahlers said. 
“ This will make it possible for us to br­ 
ing all of our city departments under one 
roof.” At present, some offices are in 
rented space elsewhere in the city 
because there is no room in the present 
city hall. 


“ The development would include a 
children’s playground, a plaza and large 
landscaped areas, all in a park-like set­ 
ting and, together with adjoining county 
buildings, would provide the city with a 
convenient and functional civic center,” 
said Wahlers. 
Tentative plans, he added, call for the 
closing off of D Street except for access 
from Ocean Avenue, which would create 
a mall-like situation connecting the new 
city hall with the police station and 
county buildings located west of D 
Street. 
Hoping to offset anticipated objections 
to the closing of the existing park, 
Wahlers stressed that the playground 
equipment now on the site would be 
retained, though possibly moved to a dif­ 
ferent location. The landscaping also 
would help to retain the park atmosphere 
at the site, he said. 


Wahlers also noted that J-M Park is 
only about two blocks away, and that the 
45-acre Beattie Park nearby is in the 
process of development to provide ad­ 
ditional outdoor space in the near future. 
The city also is in the process of develop­ 
ing the 250-acre Santa Ynez River Park 
where some facilities are already in. 
“ While we have been regularly adding 
more outdoor facilities, the need for an 
indoor recreational area has been large­ 
ly unmet,” said Wahlers, noting that 
development of the new city hall project 
would free the present city hall for this 
use. 
“ City hall used to be a USO and could 
be remodeled to serve as a community 
recreation center. The auditorium again 
could be used for basketball, youth 
dances and various other programs. 
“ An existing stone fireplace, located 
behind a wall in the auditorium where 
council meetings are held, could be un­ 
covered and serve as a focal point for a 
lounge area. The rest of the building 
could be utilized for other meeting and 
recreational activities,” he said. 
“ We feel we have an excellent oppor­ 
tunity to secure 100 per cent grant funds 
of $1 million to $1.5 million for construc­ 
tion of the new city hall. At the same 
time, by using Block Grant or other 
funds that may be available under a park 
and recreation grant program, we also 
can have a new community recreation 
center by remodeling the existing city 
hall.” 
Wahlers also said that final agreement 
is near on a racquetball facility which is 
scheduled to be built at Ryon Park. A 
contract may be ready to submit at 
Tuesday's meeting, or at the October 5 
regular meeting at the latest, he said.

Charges traded in debate 


Ford buoyant over 
televised debate 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (U P I) - President 
Ford and Jim m y Carter traded charges 
of incompetent leadership and impossi­ 
ble promises, swapped facts and figures 
like pocket computers, and broke no new 
ground on major domestic issues in their 
first presidential debate. 
In the first confrontation between 
presidential candidates since the Nixon- 
Kennedy clashes 16 years ago, the 
Democratic and Republican contenders 
Thursday used studied, measured tones 
Occasionally they spoke sharply and 
directly to each other on such issues as 
tax reform, unemployment and inflation, 
but for the most part they looked directly 
into the television cameras, from the 
stage of the old Walnut Theater, at an 
audience estimated at 100 million. 
The 90-minute, prime time debate ran 
into a technical snafu. Nine minutes 
before it was over, an amplifier problem 
killed the audio portion for 28 minutes 
and left the candidates watting nervously 
to give their summations. 
The Roper organization polled 600 
persons across the nation and found 39 
per cent thought Ford did better, 31 per 
cent thought Carter did, 30 per cent 
called it a draw. 


“ I think we both did adequately,” 
Carter told reporters afterwards. His 
wife, Rosalynn, cut in and said. “ You 
can't say it. but I think you won!” 
Ford, grinning and waving to cheering 
supporters at a postdebate celebration, 
said: “ From what I ’ve heard, we did all 
right And when we get to the next one 
and we talk about national defense and 
foreign policv. we'll do even better! 
"W ere at a turning point ... the 
momentum is on our side.” 
Ford said he has turned the economy 
around, moved toward a balanced 
budget, cut taxes and federal spending, 
and restored confidence in government. 
Carter said Ford was insensitive to 
human needs, permitting unemployment 
to soar in order to fight inflation 
At times the debate got personal 
“ Mr Ford, so far as I know, except for 
avoiding another Watergate, has not 
accomplished one. single major program 
for this country,” Carter said 
When Ford attempted to tie Carter 
with what the President termed the “ big 
spending Democratic Congress.” Carter 
came back with: 
“ If he insists I should be responsible 
for the Democratic Congress, of which I 


was not a part, then I think he should be 
responsible for the Nixon administra­ 
tion. of which he was a part, in its en­ 
tirety.” 
Carter's main attack came on Ford’s 
unemployment record. He said more 
Americans are out of work now than 
when Ford took office two years ago, and 
he said the administration is “ insen­ 
sitive” to the unemployed. 
Ford's strongest attack came on 
Carter's tax proposals He said if Carter 
was elected he would “ raise the taxes on 
half the American people.” 
Following 12 questions posed by 
reporters, both gave four minute closing 
statements 
The first debate was confined to 
domestic issues. On Oct. 6 the two will 
meet in San Francisco to debate foreign 
policy and defense, and on Oct. 22 their 
third meeting will be a free for all on any 
subject 
Responses on major issues included. 
Jobs — Carter would give “ top 
priority” to reducing overall employ­ 
ment in the nation to 4 or 4 5 per cent in 
four years Ford said the best answer to 
unemployment was to “ look to the 
private sector” and reduce taxes. 


Taxes — Ford indicated he would sign 
the 1.500-page tax reform bill passed by 
Congress, but said the measure does not 
go as far as he would like in cutting 
taxes Carter said he would cut taxes for 
low and middle income wage earners 
while closing loopholes that benefit the 
rich. 
Amnesty 
- 
Repeating previous 
stands. Ford said he opposes blanket 
amnesty, while Carter said he would 
grant pardons — which he said means 
forgiveness — but not amnesty to draft 
resisters 
Budget — Both men said they wanted 
to balance the budget, but Ford said in 
1978. while Carter said it would not come 
until his fourth year in office 
Intelligence Agencies — Ford said his 
administration was the first to clamp 
down on illegal activities by the CIA and 
other intelligence agencies. Carter said 
the government has too much secrecy 
and too little personal privacy. 
It was at this 12th and final question 
that the sound faded away The problem 
was in the television pool sound line 
feeding out of the theater to the three 
major networks. It took 27 minutes to 
correct the problem 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (U P I) - A buoyant 
President Ford, apparently convinced he 
topped Jim m y Carter in their first 
televised debate, raised his arms today 
and told cheering Polish Americans, “ I 
feel great.” 
Ford called for the preservation of 
ethnic neighborhoods in a speech to 350 
delegates to the quadrennial Polish 
American Congress. 
Earlier today, he said he was “ pleased 
with the results” of his face-to-face 
meeting with Carter Thursday night and 
told supporters at a party that he was 
turning the tables on his Democratic op­ 
ponent for the White House. 
" I feel great. How do you feel this 
morning?” the broadly grinning Presi­ 
dent asked the Polish group at a down­ 
town hotel. They cheered roundly. 
They continued cheering when he said 
too many ethnic neighborhoods are being 
destroyed and the long-time residents 
are finding their property values plung­ 
ing 
“ This does not have to happen,” he 
said. “ I will do all within my power to 
see that it does not happen. 
“ A family needs a neighborhood with 
local shops ..and local schools We must 
ensure that what you have built is here 
for your children.” he said. 
The delegates gave Ford, the first 
President to address their 32-year-old 
organization, a 22-second standing ova­ 
tion on his arrival. 
Ford praised the contribution of Polish 
Americans to this country. He also 
vowed that while he will work for peace 
with Communist countries, “ the United 
States must continue to support a 
program for freedom for the peoples of 
Eastern Europe.” 
Earlier, Ford spoke with reporters 
briefly as he left a private home where 
he spent the night. 


Glimpses 


In answering criticism to trial rubbish 
system.

“ I enjoyed it very much,” said tne 
President, obviously feeling he had top­ 
ped his Democratic opponent in the first 
of their three televised face-to-face 
meetings 


Ford campaign aide Mike Duval, who 
helped set up the debate, said the Presi­ 
dent was in “ extremly good humor- 
very, very humorous.” 


Earlier today, Ford told a post­ 
midnight party of supporters he is turn­ 
ing the cam paign around on his 
Democratic opponent. And a top White 
House aide said the President might soon 
take the lead in national political polls. 


“ We re at the turning point in the cam­ 
paign The polls are going our way. The 
momentum is on our side,” Ford said to 
loud cheers after Thursday night’s face- 
to-face meeting with Carter at the 
Walnut Street Theater. 


“ From what I ’ve heard, we did all 
right,” he said. “ And when we get to the 
next one (Oct. 6 in San Francisco about 
national defense and foreign policy), 
we’ll do even better.” 


In addition to the Polish group, Ford 
also planned to seek other ethnic votes 
later today with a quick tour of the 
Italian-American market en route to the 
Philadelphia airport for a flight back to 
Washington. 


In Washington, the President will 
receive a report from Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger on Kissinger’s appar­ 
ent diplomatic success in talks over the 
explosive Rhodesian situation with 
southern African leaders. 


Ford left the theater Thursday night 
with aides—who helped his careful 
preparation for the debate—giving him 
the thumbs up sign. White House Chief of 
Staff Richard Cheney later told 
reporters that Carter was “ slightly 
ahead” before the face-off. But, he ad­ 
ded. “ my expectation would be that, in 
the next week or two, we’re going to be 
close—or even ahead ” 


Judge prepares 
to sentence 
Patty Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - The judge 
in the Patricia Hearst case said today he 
had an awesome responsibility in 
deciding whether to reduce her bank rob­ 
bery sentence from the maximum 35 
years in prison. 
U.S. District Judge William H Orrick 
Jr. opened a hearing at which he was to 
pronounce final sentence on the 22-year- 
old newspaper heiress by reading a 
statement prior to hearing motions from 
the defense. 
“ There is no duty that a federal judge 
has more important, no duty more 
onerous and no duty more unpleasant 
than imposing sentence on any defen­ 
dant,” Orrick said. He called it an 
“ awesome responsibility.” 
Miss Hearst, convicted of a $10,000 
bank robbery in San Francisco while she 
was underground with the Symbionese 
Liberation Arm y, was originally 
sentenced to the maximum 35 years in 
order to qualify her under federal law for 
psychiatric testing. The final sentence 
was to reflect the results of the examina­ 
tions as to what a proper sentence would 
be. 
Orrick entered the case following the 
death in June of trial judge Oliver J. 
Carter Since that time, he said, he has 
read the 4,700 pages of trial transcript of 
testimony by 73 witnesses, including 
Miss Hearst; read “ voluminous” psy­ 
chiatric and psychological reports on the 
defendant; consulted with other judges, 
and read notes made by Carter during 
the eight-week trial last spring 
He said his determination of sentence 
must be based on whether Miss Hearst 
would be a threat to society, whether she 
can be or has been rehabilitated, and to 
what extent she should be punished. 


Miss Hearst was transferred back to 
San Francisco Wednesday aboard a 
Coast Guard plane and was held at a 
federal jail for youthful offenders across 
the bav from San Francisco. 


Hospital in 'red' again

Heavy operational losses at the Lom­ 
poc District Hospital are a worry again 
this summer. The facility has gone 
$88.098 50 in the red in the past two 
months. 
The statistical report for August, 
which was reviewed last night by the dis­ 
trict board of directors, shows the 
hospital lost $52,270 89 due to expenses 
The total income was $217,790 32 while 
the total expense was $270,061 21. 
The operational loss for July was 
$35.827 96 
The big figure loss is due to a low 
hospital bed occupancy, according to the 
report With a low of 11 patients and a 
high of 38 patients for August, the 
average per cent occupancy was 34. 
To break even, 63 per cent occupancy 
(or 34 of 60 beds) must be maintained for 
the month 
The occupancy per cent for July was 
42.5. 
Why the low patient census? 
“ That a good question. I don’t know,” 
said chairman Frank Signorelli this 
morning “ Certainly our rates aren’t out 
of line compared to any other hospital in 
the area Maybe people just aren’t sick.” 
He added, however, that traditionally 
the summer has low census months 
because many of the doctors are on vaca­ 
tion. 
Acting administrator Jane Flaherty 
reports, “ usually the first three months 
of the fiscal year are bad and we catch 
up at the end of the fiscal year.” 
For 1975, the hospital went in the hole 
$35,907 25 for July and $61,370 41 for 
August. 
The low census is also blamed on the 
doctor shortage in Lompoc which may be 
causing local residents to go out of town 
for health care, it is believed. 
Board member Ray Down said today 
the board is worried about the low 
census and is considering a recruitment 
program to bring more doctors to town. 
Such a program has met with little 
success in the past.. 


Another move the hospital is taking is 
to find out why so few emergency room 
patients return to the hospital for a 
follow-up examination One reason may 
be the follow-up rate is too high, it has 
been suggested. 
The board decided last night a survey 
should be made in the area 


Signorelli said an increase of room 
rates to compensate for the low bed oc­ 
cupancy is not being considered, which 
was done twice last fiscal year. 
Hospital employes have not been laid 
off. but they are voluntarily cutting back 
on work hours Flaherty said $10.000 on 
two August payrolls was saved this way 
Prime Minister Smith 
accepts black rule 


S A L IS B U R Y , Rhodesia (U P I) - 
Prime Minister Ian Smith, who 11 years 
ago broke away from Britain and set up a 
minority white regime, gave in today to 
a U S -led diplomatic drive and accepted 
black majority rule in Rhodesia within 
two years. 


In a nationwide radio and television 
announcement, Smith made clear that 
acceptance of the proposals drawn up by 
Washington and London in close 
collaboration with black Africa was 
forced on him and that the conditions 
were not all to his liking 


But he urged his countrymen — 6 
million blacks, 275,000 whites and 29,000 
mulattoes — to work to make the advent 
of black majority rule a success. 
The proposals, providing their terms 
are observed, would leave South Africa 
as the only white minority-run soverign 
country on the black continent 
Smith delivered his dramatic 25- 
minute address five days after receiving 
the proposals from Kissinger in the 
South African capital of Pretoria 
The prime minister said Rhodesia ac­ 
cepted all the proposals with some minor 
modifications — changes which Kis­ 
singer had already indicated he accepts 
Smith said the proposals stipulated a 
halt in black guerrilla activity and the 
lifting of international sanctions against 
Rhodesia. 
He said the two stipulations were to 


become effective as soon as the "neces­ 
sary 
prelim inaries,” 
initiating the 
process toward majority rule within two 
years, have been carried out 
“ Dr. Kissinger has given me a 
categorical assurance to this effect and 
my acceptance of the proposals is con­ 
ditional upon the implementation of both 
these undertakings,” he said, adding that 
Britain had also undertaken to ensure a 
halt in guerrilla activity. 
Smith cited two other “ positive” side- 
effects resulting from Rhodesia’s accep­ 
tance of the conditions.

Steps to 
lure plant 
revealed

Steps are under way to lure a 
potential 200-employe manufac- 
tu rin g p la n t to L om p oc, 
members of Lompoc Valley 
Econom ic Developm ent As­ 
sociation learned Thursday. 
Initial information on the pos­ 
sibility was mentioned in a talk 
on investment counseling by 
Stephen D. Slingsby, president 
of the California Business and 
Industrial Development Corp. 
An estimated 40 business and 
community leaders were on 
hand for a luncheon in Lions Inn 
fe a tu r in g S lin g s b y . The 
audience included Lompoc city 
council 
m em bers Charlotte 
Benton and Joe Valencia, and 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie. 
Slingsby touted the impor­ 
tance to the state of small 
businesses which employ less 
than 500 workers and outlined 
financial assistance his cor­ 
poration could render. He cited 
the 200-employe manufacturing 
plant as the type of project his 
corporation was interested in 
aiding. Key factors in their con­ 
sideration, he said, were the 
amount of employment that 
might be generated and the pos­ 
sible return on the investment. 
Lloyd Spear, president of 
LEDA. amplified on the story 
today. He said LEDA would try 
to get “a close commitment on 
what a loan would cost us,” and 
then with figures in hand on the 
cost of land and a building, 
begin to negotiate with the 
manufacturer. 
Spear said details of the 
project were understandably 
sensitive because of the poten­ 
tial impact on land values 
around the targeted site 
S lin gsb y 
a lso d escrib ed 
potential benefits the county 
and its five cities could get 
from the state’s 
Economic 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
A g e n c y . 
However, he said the county 
had not applied to be a can­ 
didate for those benefits. 
During a question and answer 
period. 
Lom poc C ity Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers said 
Lompoc City Council had ap­ 
proved a resolution asking the 
Board of Supervisors to request 
certification as a redevelop­ 
ment area under the Public 
Works and Economic Develop­ 
ment Act of 1965, and that it 
was now up to the supervisors. 
He said the county’s other four 
cities would have to take action 
similar to Lompoc’s. 
Those steps have apparently 
b een ta k e n .

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Life on Mars? 
nobody knows 


THE BETTER HALF 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
The Viking 1 and 2 robot 
laboratories perched on Mars, 
after weeks of probing and pok­ 
ing, sifting and simmering, 
have given scientists data for 
an answer to the question: Is 
there life on the red planet? 
The answer: 
Who knows? 
The information relayed by 
the Vikings has not shown there 
is any life on Mars, scientists 
told a news conference Thurs­ 
day. 
Then again, they noted, 
neither does it show there isn’t 
any. 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
scientists discussed the results 
of a key biology-hunting experi­ 
ment aboard Viking 2, meant to 
check on results from Viking 1 
that appeared to strengthen the 
possibility there may be mi­ 
croorganisms in the Martian 
soil. 
The pyrolitic release experi­ 
ment registers the presence of 
carbon atoms absorbed by the 
soil samples, an action presum­ 
ably c a rrie d out by the 
organisms. 
Viking 1 returned a surpris­ 


ingly high count of 96 per 
minute at one point. The count 
fell off sharply in a repeat ex­ 
periment after the soil sample 
was sterilized — indicating the 
sterilization had killed the 
organisms that caused the high 
reading in the first experiment. 
The Viking 2 count was an in­ 
conclusive 21. 
“ If the count was down 
around 10 or 15 per minute, 
there’d be no doubt we’re deal­ 
ing with photochemistry, not 
life,” said Dr. Gerald R. Soffen. 
“The 21 counts are marginal. 
That's not high enough to be a 
sign of biology and not low 
enough to be a sign of 
chemistry.’’ 


“I would suggest that if there 
is life on M ars it is not 
burgeoning.’’ said Dr. Norman 
Horowitz. 
Dr. Gilbert Levin concluded 
that, given the puzzling data to 
date, it would be “just as far­ 
fetched” to declare there is no 
life on Mars as to say there is. 
“I don’t know whether there 
is life on Mars. But I feel cer­ 
tain we don't have the evidence 
to rule it out.” 


Ford Motor reportedly 
preparing first U A W offer 


Economic advisers 
in sharp difference 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Economic advisers for Presi­ 
dent Ford and Jimmy Carter 
differed in a predebate show­ 
down over descriptions of the 
nation's economy as “alive and 
healthy ’ or “ sluggish and 
lackluster." 
The UCLA Graduate School 
of Business then released two 
projections of its annual busi­ 
ness forecast, suggesting little 
change in the nation’s economy 
next year no matter which man 
wins the November election. 
Dr. John Kendrick, chief 
economist for the U.S. Com­ 
merce Department, described 
the nation's economic recovery 
Thursday as “alive and heal­ 
thy” and said it should improve 
steadily under four more years 
of Ford administration 
He blamed the August rise in 
unemployment to 7.9 per cent 
on an “abnormally large in­ 
crease in the labor force.” but 
predicted a decline in the 
jobless level in coming months 


Dr. Lawrence Klein, a profes­ 
sor at the University of Penn- 
sylvia and coordinator of 
Carter's economic program, 
complained that the economy 
has been “sluggish and lacklus­ 
ter." 
He saw “soft spots” in the 
current economy, including 
weak retail sales and a drop in 
housing starts, and predicted 
that “the road ahead looks a 
good deal worse.” 
UCLA spokesmen then pre­ 
dicted that the gross national 
product projected for 6.3 per 
cent increase this year will 
slow to a 4.6 per cent rate in 
1977 and 3.3 per cent rate in 
1978 They also forecast that 
corporate profits would contin­ 
ue to rise next year, but not as 
fast as in 1976 
They said a victory by Ford 
would mean a bigger reduction 
in consumer prices, while a win 
by Carter would lead to a faster 
reduction in the unemployment 
rate. 
Japanese reveal 
new electric auto 


TOKYO (UPI) - The Japa­ 
nese government today an­ 
nounced the development of an 
electric car that can go 250 
miles—twice as far as previous 
models—is cheap to operate 
and might eventually help make 
Tokyos exhaust-polluted air 
clean again. 
The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry said four of 
the new cars and three light 
trucks had been built and would 
begin undergoing extensive 
road tests in the suburb of 
Higashi Murayama next month 
MIT1 officials said initial 
tests showed the vehicles can 
travel 250 miles on a single bat­ 
tery charge — twice the dis­ 
ta n c e of o th e r m o d els 
developed in Japan and else­ 
where 
MITI spokesmen attributed 
the improved performance to a 
new, light-weight “hybrid“ bat­ 
tery that combines the princi­ 
ples of the iron-air and lead 
storage batteries 
The car can travel at 50 mph. 
the officials said, and a loaded 
truck can go at about 44 mph

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Sarkis tries to end war 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
President Elias Sarkis today 
began his first full day as 
Lebanon's sixth president by 
facing the almost impossible 
task of halting a war that still 
raged across Beirut and the 
mountains. 
Sarkis, a 51-year-old Chris­ 
tian moderate, who took over as 
president Thursday from righ­ 
tist Suleiman Franjieh, sche­ 
duled talks with Christian 
leaders after Palestinian guer­ 
rilla chief Yasser Arafat of­ 
fered him a unilateral cease­ 
fire. 
Sources in Christian-held east 
Beirut, however, said Sarkis 
had little chance of winning 
rightist support for a truce. 
Sarkis also was expected to 
receive the resignation of 
Moslem Premier Rashid Kara- 
mi today and begin the difficult 
task of assembling a cabinet — 
both neutral and effective — 
from Lebanon’s tangled Chris­ 
tian and Moslem factions. 
Despite Arafat’s sudden offer 
of a truce Thursday, fresh 
fighting was reported in Bei­ 
rut’s downtown and suburban 
battle zones and in the central 
mountains northeast of the 
capital, after a short lull late 
Thursday. 
Heavy m o r t a r shells slam­ 
med without warning into 
residential streets in Moslem- 
held west Beirut — already

deserted as leftist gunmen 
celebrated the Moslem feast of 
Ramadan by firing deafening 
bursts of machine-gun fire in 
every direction. 
In a congratulatory message 
to the new president, Arafat 
pledged support for Sarkis’ 
peace efforts and announced a 
unilateral cease-fire. 
“ We declare, on our own 
part, a cease-fire in all the posi­ 
tions of our armed forces, 
which are not directly facing 
the Zionist enemy (Israel),” he 
said “We will avoid answering 
provocations and attacks any­ 
where in Lebanon.” 
Leftist sources said the 
ceasefire had not been agreed 
to in advance by Syria, the 
Christian rightists or Arafat’s 
leftist allies. It took some high 


Palestinian officials by surprise 
and one privately called it “a 
public relations gesture.” 


A Palestinian spokesman said 
Arafat hoped the Christians 
would accept the truce offer, 
but if they did not, “we will 
cross that bridge when we come 
to it.” 
Despite the talk of a cease­ 
fire, Syria — with more than 
20,000 troops in north and east 
Lebanon — remained the key to 
any settlement, high-ranking 
sources on both sides said. 
Christian sources said they 
believed Syrian President 
Hafez Assad was leaning 
toward a new military interven­ 
tion to impose peace — and was 
just waiting for Sarkis to take 
office before giving the order.

grizzly kill 


EAST GLACIER, Mont. 
(UPI) — Glacier National 
Park rangers are “fairly 
confident" they have killed 
the grizzly bear which 
dragged a young Highland, 
111. woman 300 yards and 
mauled her to death. 
Rangers shot and killed 
two grizzlies less than two 
hours a fte r the early- 
morning death of Mary 
Patricia Mahoney. 


One bear forced two 
vacationing California State 
Parks Department rangers 
who were guarding the 
woman's body into a tree, 
according to chief park 
naturalist Ed Rothfuss. 
G lacier ran g er R obert 
Frauson shot the animal 
after hearing shouts of “the 
bear has returned.” 


Mahoney, 21, a student at 
the University of Montana in 
Missoula, was camping with 
four other women in a tent at 
a cam p g ro u n d in the 
northeastern portion of the 
park. Park ranger Charles 
Sigler said the campground 
was “extremely clean” and 
was being used by other 
campers. 
Mahoney was in the tent 
with two of her companions 
when the bear ripped the 
side of the tent and “started 
clawing" at her, Rothfuss 
said. The bear left the tent, 
but returned and attacked 
the woman again before 
dragging her body about 300 
yards. 


Millions vulnerable to polio 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
leading government health offi­ 
cial says millions of American 
children are still vulnerable to 
polio and many of them are in 
big cities where the disease 
could spread quickly. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of 
the government’s Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, told 
UPI in an interview that 8 
m illion children under 10 
haven’t had the recommended 
three or more doses of polio 


vaccine necessary to provide 
immunity. 
He said 2.5 million of them 
have received no vaccine at all 
and the other 5.5 million are in­ 
adequately immunized. 
Sencer testified e a rlie r 
Thursday before a Senate 
health subcom m ittee con­ 
cerned over a shortage of polio 
vaccine and the abundance of 
children who haven’t been im­ 
munized. 
“We’ve been going downhill 
in childhood immunizations in

to city em ployes 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
City employes should not talk to 
reporters and better "try to 
make the mayor and the city 
commissioners look good” if 
they do. City Manager Bill 
Adams has warned. 
Adams said he has already 
fired eight employes for talking 
to reporters without authoriza­ 
tion and is ready to fire more if 
need be. 
“It's going to get harder to 
get information from city 
workers, believe me,” the city 
manager said. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
chairm an of the state Air 
Resources Board says the 
board is willing to allow con­ 
struction of the Alaskan oil ter­ 
minal in California locations 
other than Long Beach. 
Chairman Tom Quinn made 
the statement in a letter Thurs­ 
day to Federal Energy Ad­ 
m inistrator Frank Zarb in 
which he denied the board was 
attempting to bar construction 
of the facility anywhere in the 
state. Quinn said a Zarb deputy, 
John Hill, made such a conten­ 
tion to a U.S. Senate committee 
earlier this week. 
Hill criticized the board for 
opposing construction of the 
facility at Long Beach. The 
board contends fumes from the 
area would create a serious air 
p o llu tio n 
p ro b lem . 
The 
proposed terminal, to be built 
by Standard Oil of Ohio, would 
be used to off-load crude oil 
from Alaska’s north slope. 
Quinn told Zarb California is 
not opposed to locating such a 
terminal in some other area of 
the state. 
“ It is true that we have 


objected to the site selected by 
the oil companies, the Port of 
Long Beach, but we are quite 
willing to allow construction of 
the terminal at other loca­ 
tions," he said. 
“As you know, California has 
been working for more than a 
year in a joint effort with FEA 
to locate a proper port location 
in our state. We have suggested 
several possibilities, including 
Avila Beach, and the FEA at 
this moment is conducting a 
study of the various options,” 
he told Zarb. 
Quinn also criticized another 
statement by Hill that Los 
Angeles air quaility would con­ 
tinue to be substandard whether 
or not the terminal at Long 
Beach was approved. 
Quinn in the letter said Hill, 
in effect, was saying that 
“since Los Angeles is already 
heavily polluted, it is okay to 
create more smog there.” 
“ I find t h a t p o s i t i o n 
unacceptable and preposterous. 
It makes no sense to degrade 
the air of America’s most 
polluted area solely to please a 
group of oil companies,” Quinn 
said.

Witnesses said the current 
shortages of polio vaccine 
should be eliminated in a few 
weeks. CDC officials said the 
shortages have resulted in vac­ 
cine being rationed in some 
areas. 
“Fortunately, we have not 


seen any increase in disease as 
a result of this temporary slip­ 
page and had there been, we do 
maintain a stockpile to use for 
outbreak control,” said Dr. 
James F. Dickson, deputy as­ 
sistant secretary for health in 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
The CDC said the vaccine 
shortage was due to the in­ 
sistence of one supplier, 
Lederle Laboratories, that all 
persons receiving the vaccine 
through public health facilities 
sign an informed consent form 
that warns of the vaccine’s pos­ 
sible harmful side effects. 
Dr. Jonas Salk, developer of 
one of two vaccines, which 
made it possible to reduce the 
number of polio cases from 
38,476 in 1954 to seven in 1974, 
said “the major cause of polio” 
in the United States now is vac­ 
cines themselves.

Solvang park gets low funding priority 


W indmill 
stirs up 
memories 


They say that the Danish 
Community of Solvang has 
more provincial styled wind­ 
mills per capita than in all of 
Denmark, but the granddaddy 
of them all, which was designed 
with a definite purpose in life, 
lies in lonely splendor a couple 
of miles from the heart of town 
in the countryside along 
Fredensborg Canyon Road. 
Now in a tumbling-down 
state, it is the old Wulff mill, 
one of the most photographed 
and painted subjects in the en­ 
tire Santa Ynez Valley. 
The m ill was built in 1922 by 
the late Charles W ulff, a 
rancher, who had achieved a 
reputation during his lifetime 
as an ardent rock collector and 
rock-and stonecutter of note. 
Wulff, a native of Ribe, Den­ 
mark, came to Los Olivos from 
Watsonville in 1911 with his late 
wife, Margrethe, and infant 
son, Hans. They first purchased 
some ranchland at what is now 
the comer of Baseline Avenue 
and Refugio Road and in ensur­ 
ing years developed what 
became known as the Wulff 
Ranch in Fredensborg Canyon. 


The old m ill constructed by 
Wulff was used on the ranch to 
pump water, grind corn and cut 
rocks. 


The m ill was originally 
located further up the canyon 
on the ranch. When the well 
went dry in 1924, however, it 
was moved via tractor and 
skids by Harvey Stonebarger, 
of Los Olivos, pioneer well 
driller, to its present location 
The Wulff windmill, regarded 
as one of the landmarks of the 
area, remained in operation un­ 
til the accidental death of Mr. 
Wulff in 1936 at the age of 51. 


Mr. Wulff was in charge of 
the pagents which w ere 
presented in the one-time Atter- 
dag Bowl June 5-7 1936. during a 
celebration marking Solvang’s 
silver anniversary. He and a 
group of other men were felling 
trees in the area to build 
bridges over the creek leading 
to the bowl when one tree being 
cut became tangled with 
another. Mr. Wulff climbed the 
standing tree to remove its top. 
He slipped and fell and broke 
his back and died the day before 
the start of festivities.

Hearst harboring 


SCRANTON, Pa. (UPI) - 
Two men who refused to 
cooperate with a federal grand 
jury investigating the harboring 
of newspaper heiress Patricia 
Hearst in Pennsylvania in 1974 
have been found in contempt of 
court. 
Following a marathon hear­ 
ing that ended shortly before 
9:30 p.m. Thursday, U.S. 
District Court Judge William 
Nealon ruled that Jay Weiner of 
Philadelphia and Philip Shin- 
nick of Livingston, N.J., had 
‘‘not shown just cause for their 
refusal” to cooperate. 
Weiner and Shinnick must 
surrender to U.S. marshals Oct. 
8 unless a stay of Nealon’s 
order is granted by the U.S. 
Third Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Philadelphia. Attorneys for 
both defendants said they will 
appeal. 
The grand jdry, in ah effort to 
determine the path that led 
Miss Hearst from California to 
a secluded northeastern Penn­ 
sylvania farmhouse in 1974, 
subpoenaed Weiner for testimo­ 
ny and Shinnick for samples of 
hair, handwriting and finger­ 
prints. 
Both men refused to coopera­ 
te, leading to the contempt 
order. 
Attorneys for Weiner, a 
freelance writer, and Shinnick, 
an instructor at Rutgers Uni­ 
versity, claimed the FBI had 
employed or manipulated the 
grand jury improperly and had 
employed electronic surveil­ 
lance on the defendants and 
their friends. They also claimed 
the U.S. attorney’s office 
leaked grand jury information 
to the press. 


Nealon, in his order, said the 
court concluded ‘‘the alffadavits 
do not prove any electronic sur­ 
veillance... (and) finds that the 
grand jury was not used im­ 
properly.” 


The ruling meant the defend­ 
ants will be jailed until July, 
1977, if the appeal is not succes­ 
sful. 


Indications were that papers 
will be filed in federal court to­ 
day requesting the court allow 
seven volunteers to help Weiner 
serve his time. 
The grand jury also sought to 
determine the involvement of 
sports figure Jack Scott and his 
wife, Micki, friends of Weiner 
and Shinnick, in the Hearst 
cross-country trip to South Ca­ 
naan, Pa. Miss Hearst testified 
at her bank robbery trial that 
Scott drove her to Pennsylvania 
and arranged for her return 
trip. 


Attorneys for Weiner and 
Shinnick had subpoenaed FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley to 
testify at the hearing, but 
Nealon quashed the subpoena 
last Friday, ruling K elley’s 
testimony would be ‘‘irrele­ 
vant, immaterial and of no ap­ 
parent value.”

Misdirected aim 
Anti-abortionists have been 
giving Jimmy Carter a rough 
time on the campaign trail, 
and why they should be picking 
on him rather than President 
Ford is a little hard to under­ 
stand. Or why they should be 
picking on any presidential 
candidate at all. 
For one thing, the position of 
both men on this issue seems 
to be about the same: While 
both are personally opposed to 
abortions, both are also op­ 
posed to a constitutional 
amendment banning them 
(although the President says 
he favors one that would give 
the individual states the power 
to do so). 
Yet Mr. Carter at least has 
been called upon constantly to 
reiterate and defend his posi­ 
tion, and the more militant 
anti-abortionists continue to 
blow up the issue out of all 
reasonable proportion in a 
campaign that is already con­ 
fused enough as it is. 
Moreover, while the office 
of President of 
the United 
States is an extremely power­ 
ful and influential one, neither 
Mr. Ford’s nor Mr. Carter’s 
coming out in support of an 
anti-abortion am endm ent 
would change the fundamental 
facts of the A m erican 
political and legal system. 
It is Congress that would 
have to pass such an amend­ 
ment. There are 535 members 
of Congress — 435 represen­ 


tatives and 100 senators. Each 
representative is accountable 
to som ething like 30,000 
citizens in his state and 
senators from the larger 
states have constituencies in 
the many millions. 
After two-thirds of the 
membership of both houses of 
Congress passed the amend­ 
ment — which the president 
could sign but could not veto — 
the matter would then go to 
the states. 
T h e r e a re 50 s t a t e 
legislatures, most with two 
houses, composed of thou­ 
sands of legislators, each of 
whom again has his or her own 
constituency. Only if a 
m a j o r i t y of individual 
legislators in a majority of 38 
states voted for the amend­ 
ment would it become part of 
the Constitution. 
The convictions of anti- 
aboritionists are, obviously, 
very deeply held, and they 
cannot be faulted for wanting 
a president who shares them. 
But as both Mr. Ford and Mr. 
Carter have made abundantly 
clear, they simply aren’t going 
to get such a president this 
election, and it really wouldn’t 
make very much difference if 
they did. 
That being the case, their 
cause would be far better 
served if they were to redirect 
their efforts to the congres­ 
sional and state district level, 
where ultimately it would 
count the most.

BIRMINGHAM. - I don’t believe it.

between the two major political parties 
It is difficult to know what Governor 
Wallace might have done to American 
politics if he had not been struck down 
In 1972, as between McGovern and Nix­ 
on, the tv/o parties were as widely 
separated as they can be within the 
framework of consensus this side of 
revolutionary 
resistance.

great opportunity came when McGovern 
was nominated, if he had then joined the 
Republican Party, he’d have brought a 
huge constitutency over with him.

opted much, though we have yet to know 
exactly how much, of Wallace’s follow­ 
ing He left the general impression with 
many voters, particularly in the South, 
that the difference between the two par­ 
ties is not significant 
That isn’t so Never mind that history 
reveals that platforms are wntten to be 
ignored. The fact is they are explicitly 
endorsed by the men running for presi­ 
dent and are at least suggestive. The 
D em ocrats “ pledge ... support of 
legislation that will ... reduce adult un­ 
employment to three per cent within 
four years.” That makes the Humphrey- 
Hawkins Bill pie-in-the-sky about as 
adequate to end unemployment as the 
ham-and-eggs plan of the 1930’s It is 
significant that not a single responsibly 
economist (to quote Professor Feldstein 
of Harvard), has endorsed the bill — 
which, if enacted, would simply bring on 
increased inflation, and national im­ 
poverishment. 
I n c r e a s e d 
in flation** 
B ut th e 
Democratic platform 
pledges “ price 
stability.” Is that Democratic-talk for 
wage-and-price controls? Well, no. “We 
cannot believe that ... a comprehensive 
system of mandatory controls” is neces­ 
sary. Does that mean the Democrats are 
against wage-and-price controls? Well, 
no. “At tim es, direct government in­ 
volvement in wage and price decisions 
m ay be 
required to insure price 
stability.” 
In order to increase employment, will 
the minimum wage be eased say, for the 
young? On the contrary. “The minimum 
wage rate (should) at least keep pace 
with the increase in the cost of living.” 
Since under the Democrats the cost of 
living is bound to soar, so will the 
minimum wage rate; and so will un­ 
employment for those most quickly vic­ 
timized by it: the teen-age blacks 
crowded in urban centers. 
Will taxes be reformed so as to permit 
business — the principal employer — to 
expand, and liberate itself from the high 
overhead that now demoralizes the in­ 
vestor? Almost certainly the opposite: 
“We pledge .. the complete overhaul of 
the present tax system ” A complete 
overhaul is overdue. But when those 
words are spoken by the Democratic 
Party, count your silver Better still, 
hide it; because somebody will propose a 
capital levy on it 
There are too many people in Alabama 
who have made economic progress in 20 
years — I am informed. Too many to 
wish to risk sticking it all in Mr. Carter’s 
bank and letting him handle it. The 
Democratic platform is the fine print in 
the contract between a President Carter 
and the voters, and however much he 
tries to persuade them in these parts that 
in effect they should pay it no heed, some 
of them do. Literacy is hitting the South, 
including economic literacy. 


W ASHINGTON — C osa N o stra 
hoodlums, many of them sworn to 
silence by blood oaths, are defecting to 
the Justice Department by the dozens. 
One reason for this astonishing develop­ 
ment in the war against organized crime 
is a quiet, new method of handling defec­ 
tors. 
Two years ago, we 
reported in a series of 
columns that defec­ 
tors from the mob 
w e r e put on th e 
witness stand, granted 
new 
iden tities and 
then left largely to 
fend for themselves. 
Many of them, with 
only criminal skills, 
were unable to make 
an honest living. We 
wrote that one prime 
ex-Mafia witness was 
told coldly to “go on 
welfare ” 


L a st M a y , th e 
Justice Department 
quietly changed its 
whole approach 
Insiders say our 
columns helped to persuade government 
officials that they needed to offer more 
inducement to get mobsters to testify 
against their cohorts. 


Now the d e p a r tm e n t h elp s to 
rehabilitate underworld defectors They 
are even offered psychiatric counseling 
to help them adjust to Chevrolets after a 
life of Cadillacs 
Gerald Shur, a government attorney, 
has also been calling on the top executives 
of 150 major firms, with a startling 
request He has urged them to take a 
chance on hiring ex-Mafia men 


One Southern bank gamely employed a 
former armed robber He is doing so 
well that his community wants him to 
run for the city council. But the ex­ 
hoodlum has gratefully refused He fears 
th is w ou ld le a d to n e w sp a p e r 
photographs, which might betray his new 
identity 


All told, an amazing 1,650 underworld 
witnesses have testified against their 
former associates Many defected during 
the past year They were given new iden­ 
tities and were placed in jobs, usually 
without any need for government sub­ 
sistence 


But 260 former mobsters, now living 
under different names after testifying 
for the state, are drawing government 
support This is an increase of 30 during 
the past year. 


As part of the unpublicized new drive 
against organized crime, the Justice 
Department is also using volunteer 


Mafia defectors to persuade pals still in 
the job to turn state’s witnesses 
Three months ago, for example, a 


Mafia mobster active in the narcotics 
and usury rackets was summoned into a 
federal in vestigator’s office for a 
“routine” talk. He had been fingered by 
a former underworld 
friend, who said 
the racketeer was tired of the hassle 
from gangland enemies and, therefore, 
should be ripe for defection. 


After the racketeer arrived in the in­ 
vestigator’s office, his former crony 
entered from a side door. The two men 
talked alone 
In the end. the visitor 
agreed that he, too, would take his 
chances with the Justice Department. 


In exchange for their testimony, the 
defectors are given new identities and 
relocated far from their old underworld 
habitats. Each witness gets a false birth 
certificate, driver’s perm it, Social 
Security card, baptismal document, and 
sometimes, a passport. If he is married, 
his wife is also given a complete new 
identity Then a “stop” is put on their 
fingerprints in the FBI files. 


If the defector should be picked up and 
fingerprinted, the local police would 
send the prints to the FBI for a check An 
FBI agent or U.S. marshal would then 
drop by to explain the situation to the 
local police chief 


The charges aren’t fixed, but the 
defector is tried under his new identity. 


Less than 100 defectors are still in 
prison, some serving out old sentences, 
others for new offenses. But these 
prisoners are carefully located in “safe” 
prisons, with no records of their former 
identities. 


The new deal for Cosa Nostra defec­ 
tors grew out of secret meetings among 
U.S. attorneys and strike force heads. 
They agreed that more defectors were 
needed to curb organized crime. 


Among those who pushed hardest to 
make defection more attractive were 
Justice Department attorney Gerald 
Shur, chief U.S. Marshal William Hall 
and John Rogers of the U.S. Marshal’s 
office. 


Our own underworld contacts confirm 
that the new program has made god­ 
fathers from Boston to Los Angeles more 
uneasy than they have been in decades. 


FATAL ERROR Bureaucratic bungl­ 
ing by the Army sent Sgt Brian P Rus­ 
sell to his death in Vietnam in 1971 More 
bungling today threatens to deny the 
s e r g e a n t’s m other the r e lie f she 
deserves for the loss of her son. 


Over Russell's protests and in viola­ 
tion of its own regulations, the Army 
reassigned him to combat only nine 
months after his recovery from battle 


wounds. The reason was that the Army 
had neglected to insert in his personnel 
file any record of his hospitalization. 
Russell was killed by a booby trap in 
Vietnam, even though he was ineligible 
for Vietnam duty. His grieving mother, 
Mrs. Loretta Sloan, called the travesty 
to the attention of Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
R-S.C., and Rep. John Jenrette, D-S.C. 
They introduced bills to award Mrs, 
Sloan $500,000 for the loss of her son. 
Thurmond has done little to push the 
bill, except to issue a press release. It 
has become lost, meanwhile, in the 
bureaucratic maze. 
We tried to track it down. We learned 
that the Army is opposed to paying Mrs. 
Sloan. Its report was submitted to the 
White House budget o ffice, which 
relayed it to the Justice Department for 
its recom m en d ation . The J u stic e 
Department, according to our sources, 
will send it back to the Army for revi­ 
sions. 
This is expected to take about 18 
months The runaround has embittered 
the dead soldier's mother and caused 
his brother Thomas to question his 
government. Thomas Russell, who also 
served in Vietnam wrote us: 
“ Has our democratic society become 
so decadent and immune to the feelings 
of its people that it can no longer dis­ 
pense justice on an individual basis?"
